6. The Comma:d Post obtained information that three F-O6s landed © 
at Narsarssuak at 1450 Zulu, 12 Dee on a classified mission. ‘There is 
® possibility that these aircraft could have been responsible for the 
reported contrails due to a disercpancy in the reported time. 


7. A check with the weather service at Andrews AFB revealed that 
detween 1200 and 1400 Zulu, 12 Dec, the visibility was 15 miles and the 
ceiling varied from 5 to 6 thousand feet with 10/l0ths strato cumulus. 
While it is possible that contrails could have been seen below the over- 
cast by these ground observesy it is certain that the aircraft could not 
have been more than 15 miles away and possibly much closer. Further 
information concerning the contralls is so vague that it is questionable 
if contrails could have been observed.
